Published below are some hints 
on catching three bay fish which 
we feel could be of interest to 
the beginner and the experi- 
enced fisherman. 


Be 
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THREE BAY FISHES 
BARRACOUTA 


These ugly-toothed, large- 
mouthed predators of the sea 
are lured into the bay during 
the winter months by the white- 
bait. In some years they are 
plentiful and stay in the bay 
from May until November. 


While you are fishing for flat- 
head you can float a couta line 
10 yards or so from the boat. 
If you are using a handline, 20 
yards is ample. Attach your float 
about eight feet above the wire 
bottom, which should be about 
two feet long with an 8/0 hook 
at the end. This means that 
your bait is hanging 10 feet “be- 
Jow the surface. If you are us- 
ing a rod and reel, attach about 
two feet of fine wire to a 15]b. 
nylon line and lower bait over 
the side of the boat until it is 
fishing 10 feet from the surface. 


The best barracouta bait is 
the body of a small flathead 
minus the head. Always bait 
with the thick end of the flat- 
head pointing past the bend of 
the hook and the tail pointing to- 
wards the eye. The reason for 
this is that all fish swalow their 
prey head first. and in fact it is 
impossible for them to do other- 
wise. 
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ROCK COD 


These fish inhabit the under- 
water reefs; the rougher the 
reef the better. They seldom 
bite in the daytime unless you

When fishing at 
anchor for flathead use one hook 
size 1/0, attached to 15lb. nyon, 
and suspended 12 inches below 
the sinker. 


Any light bay rod will do to 
catch the much despised flathead 
that so often will oblige the 
angler by biting when all other 
fish refuse.

A PLEASANT VOYAGE

During the early part of December we 
were all inspired by the epic voyage of 
Francis Chichester, the man who tried to 
equal the 100 days sailing time of the 
clippers from England to Australia. 


Just as this gallant and courageous man of the 
sea has reached the end of a part of his journey, so 
we have completed a part of ours, some more some 


less, by the passing of 1966. 


There are those to whom we 
would pay tribute; the people 
who have faced 1966 with no less 
courage and fortitude than Fran- 
cis Chichester and to whom 
€. J. Dennis would say, “I dips 
ime lid.” 

People who have overcome 
their financial, domestic or 
physical problems without com- 
plaint; who by ordinary stan-}- 
dards would be expected to give 
up the fight and succumb to the 
difficult and adverse circum- 
stances in which they are placed. 

We all know such peopie for 
most of us could name at least 
one of our acquaintance whom 
we especially admire. 

So the passing of 1966 com- 
pletes a stage for us as much 
as for Francis Chichester and 
like our seafaring friend we 
must go on for “‘life is like a 
journey.” 

Many people try to set the 
course by making New Year 
Resolutions and promptly break 
them whilst others ask them-| 
selves. “What will happen to us 
in 1967?" 

What happens to us on the way 
is not of prime importance, but 
the effect we allow the occur- 
rence to have on us is most im- 
portant. 

Whether we become sweet or 
sour, bouyant or bitter, tender 
or temperamental is up to us 
and should not be determined by 
circumstances. 

This, of course, is the reason 
why we admire those persons 
who have overcome and who 
live above the circumstances 
which surround them. 

Francis Thompson described 
them— 

“Under the fell clutch of cir- 
eumstance I have not winced 
nor cried aloud, 

Under the bludgeonings of chance 
my head is bloody but un- 
bowed!” 

It would appear that how we 
feel at the end of this year 
Jargely, although not entirely, de- 
pends on each of us, so that we 
can allow 1967 to make us or 
mar us, 








You see it is possible to break 
down and even destroy the image 
of Him who made us, 

Bryant and May used to say— 
“One tree will make a million 
matches, 
million trees!"’ 


One match will mar a

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Every journey usually pre- 
sents alternate routes and we 
can choose either as we please. 
‘The journey into 1967 is no ex- 
ception for we can use this year 
to bring ‘service and happiness 
to others or we can misuse it for 
selfishness and sorrow. 


In an interview with Michael 
Charlton Francis Chichester re- 
vealed that the most profound 
lesson he learned on his lonely 
trip was one of humility and 
how small and insignificant and 
helpless he was in comparison 
with the great forces which sur- 
rounded him constantly. 

Most of us know this feeling 
of inadequacy, of not being able 
to cope, of not measuring up to 
the job, and we feel the need of 
assistance and companionship. 

The late King George V used 
{o advise his subjects to place

If you wish to con- 
centrate on your family make 
them aware that you have a 
camera to the extent that they 
begin to ignore it and at this 
point begin to take pictures! 
It is_the natural shots that look 
best. Always check the back 
ground. An untidy one is dis- 
tracting. And try working a bit 
closer than usual. So many 
shots are spoiled by the point of 
interest being too far away. 


For exposures read the leaf- 
let with the film and you won't 
go far wrong. To prevent any 
camera shake or blurr it is a 
good idea to tie a piece of string 
around the camera stand on the 
other: end’ and pull up. This 
will hold the camera rock steady 
and serves as a reverse tripod. 


If you are near the sea keep 
your camera in a plastic bag, it 
will prevent sand and salt affec- 
ting it, and of course don't 
leave the camera lying in the 
sun. If you think you have any 
nice shots, bring them along to 
the A.C.C. after the holidays. 
We would like to see them. Who 
knows, you might decide to join 
us!

In the five years since Australia’s 
main complex of plants for the manufac- 
ture of chemicals from petroleum began 
production at Altona, the petrochemical 
industry has undergone considerable ex- 
pansion and is now an integral part of 
the nation’s secondary industry structure. 







The year 1966 must rank in 
importance as second only to 
1961 in the petrochemical indus- 
try's “short history, for at least 
three reasons; more farge, new 
plants have come on stream 
than in any intervening year; 
projects have been foreshadowed 
which could put nitrogenous fer- 
tilisers far ahead of any of the 
industry’s other products in 
terms of annual tonnage pro- 
duced; and following Cabinet 
consideration of an exhaustive 
Tarriff Board study of the entire 
chemical industry, the Common- 
wealth Government announced in 
October new arrangements for 
affording petrochemical manufac- 
turers protection against imports.

North America, or even Europe. 

Nevertheless, this has not de- 
terred the Australian chemical 
industry from seeking new ex- 
port markets and expanding the 
volume of its sales to those it 
now serves, 



























Some chemical producers in 
the major industrial countries 
rely on their large domestic 
market to meet virtually their 
entire costs and are able to ex- 
port to Australia (and else- 
where) at artificially low prices 
which, even after customs duty 
has been levied, enable them to 
take business away from local 
manufacturers. 



































One further factor which must, 
in the long run, play a part in 
shaping the industry's future is 
the emergence this year, of in- 
digenous natural gas as a raw 
material which will augment, and 
probably to some extent com- 
pete with, feedstocks from oil 
refineries which made possible 
the establishment of the indus- 
try in the first place. Some pet- 
Tochemical manufacturers, es- 
pecially carbon black producers, 
will also be looking to natural 
gas as a fuel.” 


In general, imports compete 
more against Australian-made 
chemical “intermediates” and 
end-products than against the 
basic “primary” chemicals from 
which they are made. Basic 
chemicals such as ethylene, but- 
adiene, propane, butane, amm- 
onia, formaldehyde, and hydro- 
gen are gases at atmospheric 
temperature and pressure, and 
are therefore very expensive to 
transport except by pipeline. 













































But in the form of liquids such 
as styrene or methanol, or as 
solid polymers, resins, crystals, 
or powders from which plastics, 
rubber goods, surface coatings, 
or adhesives are made or, alter- 
natively, as finished products 
such as tyres, plastic film, fer- 
tilisers, or moulded plastic ar- 
ticles, imports adversely affect 
not only local manufacturers of 
these commodities, but also their 
local suppliers of raw materials. 









The major problem which has 
faced the Australian petrochemi- 
cal industry right from the start 
is the limited size of the local 
market for its products. 






















This has placed restrictions on 
the size of plants that can be 
built and operated economically. 
For some chemicals the Jocal 
market is still too small to jus- 
tify their manufacture in Austra- 
lia and supplies must therefore 
continue to be imported.
